Must lie Respected. 


NOT 
EXEMPT 
FROM 
LAW 


Further Attack* Will Be Regarded ai 
"Deliberately Unfriendly," Berlin I* 
Firmly Informed. 


Washington, July ii.—The text ol 
the American note on submarine war 
fare, presented at Berlin by Amuassa 
dor Gerard, was. made public here. 
It reveals that the imperial govern 
maut baa beau interned it U the in 
tendon of the United States to re 
gard as "deliberately unfriendly" any 
repetition by the commanders of Ger 
man naval teasels of acts in contra 
ventipu of American rights. 
The United States announces thai 
it will continue to contend for the 
freedom of the sea*, “from whateve. 
quarter violated, without compromise 
and at any cost." * 
Iii offit lei aud diplomatic quarter a 
the cotumuuication was received aa 
the strongest and most emphatic pro 
nouncement that has come from the 
Washington government since the be 
ginning of its correspondence with 
the belligerents of Europe. President 
Wilson has returned to Cornish, N. H., 
to await developments. 
On the &>.ouuiption that Germany has 
already admitted the illegality of her 
practices by attempting 
to 
Justify 
them as against Great Britain, ths 
United States in the new note ex 
presses the belief that Germany will 
no longer "refrain from disavowing 
the wanton act of its naval command 
er in sinking the Lusitania or from 
offering reparation for the American 
lives lost, so far as reparation can bs 
made for a needless destruction of 
human life by an illegal act." 
Referring to the German govern 
ment’s expression of hope In its last 
note that the freedom of the seas may 
be established in some measure he 
fore the end of the present war, the 
United Stales ■ declares that this ob 
lect can be accomplished, arid.Invite* 
the practical cooperation of the im 
jwirlal government. The American gov 
eminent adda, however, that it "holds 
itself ready at any time to act as the 
common friend who may be privileged 
to suggest a way" to assist in estab 
fishing the freedom, of the seas.

Loudon, July 24.—The Austro-Ger- 
zuan arm ies continue to press the Kus 
situ forces 
defending W arsaw, the 
Poiish capital, and, while they have 
made progress at several points, tbty 
have not as yet 
made 
any serious 
breath in the well fortified inner lines 
deteudiflg the city. 
The Russians, it is true, have been 
pressed back almost to the bridge­ 
head positions directly west of War 
saw—at N adar/vth the Germans are 
only eight and a half miles (rom the 
outer works 
and info the fortress of 
Ivangorod, farther to the southeast, 
on the Vistula. But at these points 
they are probably in a better position 
to offer stubborn resistance to their 
opponents. 
Tile 
leport of the investment of 
Ivangorod in the German war offke 
report puzzles military experts, who 
declare It is impossible that the great 
fortress could have been surround*! 
completely. 
Southward 
from 
Warsaw, to the 
arest cf the Vistula, the Germans re 
port a victory for the Silesian laud 
wchr, which stormed the Russian po­ 
sitions and threw back their cist end 
era Into the fortress of Ivangorod. As 
the scene of the Rileslao success is 
fifteen miles from the fortress, it is 
believed the German official reports 
must have been translated erroneous 
ly. claiming the investment of tbe for 
tress Itself shell the outlying pro 
feeling forts were meant.

Tbe seen* of tbe massacre wa* .I 
Bit Ila and la tbe surrounding district 
weat of l ake Van, Turkish Armenia 
After looting and burning homes of 
Christians at Bitlls sud torturing ox 
killing many of the residents of that 
city, tbe Turks assembled Homo men. 
women and children from the nearby 
villages and drove them more than 
thirty miles to the banks of the TI 
grit, where all were shot. 
Their bod­ 
ies were thrown into the liver. 
Another thousand, who had escaped 
the first slaughter, were later dragged 
from their places of refuge and put 
to death.

The return of sun spots is a phenom­ 
enon that astronomers always regard 
with great concern. 
They come flock­ 
ing back once In about every eleven 
years. 
It takes on the average four 
and a half years for them to reach a 
maximum of numbers, when tbe sun 
Is seen to be more or less speckled ev­ 
ery day, and six and a half years to 
dec line again to a minimum, when for 
mouths In succession the sun's face Is 
ae clean as a polished mirror. 
Upon 
the whole the heat on the earth, tak­ 
ing its entire surface into account and 
basing the observation on the temper­ 
ature of the atmosphere, is about IV* 
degrees of the Fahrenheit scale lower 
at sun spot maximum than ut sunspot 
minimum. 
This cannot be wholly due to the 
darkening of the sun caused by the 
presence of the spots, since, as Mr. 
G. Abbott of the Rniitbsonlan institu­ 
tion has shown, the amount by w hich 
the temjiertiture is lowered is five 
times too great to be accounted for In 
th a t way. 
But there are other ways In which 
an invasion of a horde of spots on the 
sun makes its effects felt upon our 
globe. 
The most conspicuous of these 
Ie in connection with the earth's mag­ 
netism.
